THE AFFAIRS OF EUROPE. 



Rumors that France it Seeking the 
Assistance of Japan. 



Preparation* for the Openlna of th« 
Alberic Tunnel— Stanley'* Future— 
Cannibalism — A Coming '<■- 
turer— Social News Notes. 



London. Sept. 1(1.— The rumors that Franco 
has off ere. 1 the Island of Cores to Japan, as a 
compensation for her assistance should war 
I>e Of)Snly declared, are assuming such shape 
that many of the French journals assert that 
they have some foundation in truth. But 
thiB event is extromely improbable, as it is 
known that Russia has already notified the 
French Government that she objects to any 
interference with existing allegiances in Chin- 
ese waters, nnd that an attempt to parcel out 
territory as a reward for armed assistance 
will not be tolerated. 

The furious newspaper discussion on can- 
nibalism, inaugurated when the news of the 
wreck "t the yacht Mignonette reached Lon- 
don, still continues. The Telegraph pub- 
lishes doily some new phn.se of the harrow- 
ing details of the wreck, and seeks fen every 
way tn titalll the acts of the survivors. The 
Pall Mall Gazette says in its issue of to-day 
that the Telegraph "has lived for a week 
upon the horrors of that dreadful scene, fat 
tuning on the foul feast, and gloating with an 
nlwene joy over the revolting details." The 
Bpatrtstor urges that it is high time that the 
hMeotM tradition which nuthoriz.ti sailors to 
kill and eat their comrades should be expose I 
in a court of justice. It denounces in the 
strongest utiiis the modern tolerance of can- 
nibalism, which is so strikingly shown in the 
iiscussions which have followed the revela- 
tions concerning those saved in the Greely 
pxpedition, and concludes that insanity can 
be the only excuse for acts of barbarism so 
smiiiontly ami justly abhorrent to the eivi 
lized mind. 

The rigors of military conscription in Ger- 
many are illustrated by a recent incident nt 
Nrciz. Two gentlemen of that city, being 
soldiers of the Lnndwehr class, were ordered 
to report for duty for the autumn maneuvers 
Df the (German army. The only means of 
transportation offered them was to go In a 
jattle train with a lot. of peasants, who were 
ilso Lnndwehr soldiers. The gentlemen re- 
fused to take their places in the cattle car, and 
telegraphed a remonstrance to the Emperor 
William at Berlin. A reply came back through 
nilitary official channels to the effect that the 
iffuudcrs were to be tried in the usual way* 
for disoliedience of orders. The two gentle- 
lien have accordingly been duly tried by 
;ourt martial, and the sentence of the court 
jas just been approved and promulgated. 
The sentence is, for each of them, eight years 
)f imprisonment at hard labor in the common 
pieOH at Greiz.

BRUTALITY TO CONVICTS. 



Evidence that Two Were Murdered 
at Lexington, Kentucky. 



Beaten Became They Were too Sick 
to Work, They Die In an Hour 
from the Kffects— One of the 
Brntal Guards Voder Arrest. 

Lexington, Ky., Sept. 16.— The Coroner's 
jury has finished its inquest into the death of 
John O'Brien and James Smith, the two con- 
victs alleged to have been killed at the con- 
vict camp at the Water- works reservoir. The 
testimony revealed a terrible state of affairs 
at the cainj), and the most inhuman treatment 
of the convicts by their keepers. Drs Buck 
ner and Scott, who held a post mortem on the 
bodies, testified that O'Brien's body showed 
bruises upon both sides of the chest and upon 
the back and scrotum. The bruises were 
not sufficient to have killod a well .nan, but 
would certainly bo serious to a sick one and 
hasten his death. The negro Smith's body 
showed no signs of mistreatment, except a 
contusion upon the head, which was not con- 
aidered fatal. The doctors thought that 
Smith had pleurisy, and tl it neither O'Brien 
nor Smith were in condl' ion to work. Tho 
bodies of the men were in un advanced stage 
of decomposition, therefor* the autopsy was 
not as satisfactory as it might otherwise have 

Green Parker, a convict, whoRe term ex- 
pired Friday, testified that VV, B. Comer 
whipped O'Brien severely three or four times 
Tuesday with a leather Btrai , because he 
would not work, O'Brien protesting all tho 
time thut he was sick and could not work. 
Half an hour after the first whipping Comer 
went to where O'Brien was sitting in the sun 
and felt his pulse. He then said: "There i* 
nothing the matter with you," and knocked 
him down and kicked him in the side several 
times.

"None but the Dead giving in tn« 
Parish are Buried Here." 



Outside Speculators, Who Wen 
FrlKMK -ned hjr the May Panic, 
Still Holding Aloof-ftood Crops 
Promise • Health? Hcaetlon. 



New York, Sept. 10.— The Bun's "Wall 
street article says: The Stock Exchange to- 
day reminds ono of that Fronch country cem- 
etery oyer the gate of which wu painted the 
classically stupid notice: "None but the deal 
living in the parish are buried here." (Ici hon 
nenterre que lea mortg vivant dans la par- 
Tiase.) Thn dead living in the other parishes 
have evidently read .he notice, and they don't 
apply any longer for burial At the Stock 
Exchange the business remains strictly con- 
fined to the professional speculators, and no 
outsider's face is seen in any of the brokers' 
offices. If people less their money they must 
be losing it somewhere else ; in th«j robbed 
banks, in their legitimate trade, at lurdi, or 
the races; but certainly not in Wail i' ' 
The few sly, long-pursed investors 
bought some stocks at the time of the May 
panic took them away and went away them- 
selves quite as fast as the petty holders who 
were frightened out. Since then the stock 
exchange dealings have become thoroughly 
professional and there is as yet no indication 
whatever of ■ change in the situation. 

Messrs. Jay Gould, W. E. Conner, Frank 
Work, B. T. White, D. P. Morgnn and N. 
Newcomb are now the only active and per- 
sistent buyers in the market. Mr. Charles 
("Inborn joined them for a 
sold out his holdings and is devoting all his 
energy to the rescue of the Wall Street Bank, 
within the gloomy walls of which he is locked 
up like a hardworking clerk from dawn till 
sunset. 

The rest of the business of the Stock Ex- 
change is done by room traders who buy and 
sell a few hundred shares for ono or two 
points profit. It is treadmill work all around, 
• lull, painful and useless. If a broker clears 
his daily expenses he is happy. Nobody 
dreams of making money. But it must also 
1* said that everybody is much more than 
ordinarily afraid of losing any. This last 
symptom is a very healthy one, for it prom- 
ises that when the revival of busiuess comes 
it will be a sound, steady and conservative 
one. 

That a revival must come is beyond doubt 
though it may take some time in coming 
The abundant crops all over the world mus: 
make food cheaper and cause wages to go t> 
longer way than before. This will naturally 
give an impetus to all branches of trade, and 
the profits accruing from it will seek invest- 
ment. All this is A, B, C, and there is no 
need of dwelling upon it, except to show the 
exceptional condition in which the country 
finds itself. 

To begin with, it is not enough for us to 
have big crops. We must find a market in 
which to sell them and this is the trouble 
with all agricultural countries. Russia, In- 
dia and Australia are in the i 



le position, 
ver us of 



cheaper labor and less extortionate rates for 
transportation and speculative storage. In 
any of these countries big crops without an 
outlet for them are occasionally liable to 
prove a curse instead of a blessing. 

It is quite different with manufacturing 
countries like Great Britain, France or Ger- 
many. Big crops at home mean with them 
so much less money paid for breadstuffs 
abroad, while big crops abroad moan 10 much 
more money coining in for an increased de- 
mand for manufactured goods. This differ- 
ence between agricultural and manufactur- 
ing countries ought to be kept in view by 
those who try to start speculative booms up- 
on bright crop prospects. 

Another all important point is the growing 
want of confidence at home as well as abroad 
in the management of our financial institu- 
tions. The current report that Mr. Blanchard 
retired upon demand of W. H. Vanderbilt 
will not do any good to Erie. Foreign in- 
vestors do not soom to like him. They re- 
member the money he has cost them in Cen- 
tral and Lake Shore. They know, also, some- 
thing of his recent Beading and Northwest- 
ern ventures. The fact that he has himself
